Chief Building Official Ralph Shick 
said 227 homes were built in February 
of 1976 and 390 were constructed 
during the first two months of the 
year Only 212 were built during the 
Search Can Bring Unhappiness 


Planoite Prefers To Leave The Past Alone 


(Editor’s Note: Last month, the 
Star-Courier published a feature story 
about a young adopted woman’s 
experiences in searching for and 
finding her biological family. She 
stressed the benefits of adopted 
children looking for their “real” 
families. 
After that story appeared, another 
Planoite identified by the first woman 
as her “real sister” called the Star- 
Courier and asked to present the other 
side of searching for biological 
parents and siblings. In the following 
story, she advocates caution in any 
such search.)

“She is not my sister,” explained 
Laverne Marie Kokko speaking of 
Michelle Kokko, whose search for her 
biological 
family was 
recently 
documented in the Star-Courier. 
“There is no legal way she can 
prove that she is my sister,” Marie 
Kokko continued. “When you are 
adopted, it says on your birth cer­ 
tificate that you were born to the 
people who adopted you, so there’s no 
way she can say she’s my sister.” 
Unlike many adoptees today, Mrs. 


Kokko is hesitant about advocating a 
search for biological parents. She said 
that she had always felt very lucky 
about being adopted until recently 
when she “found the past." 
“ At first, children were very 
negative toward me when I said I was 
adopted,” said Mrs. Kokko. “ But my 
parents always assured me that I was 
very lucky.” 


Mrs. Kokko was not adopted as an 
infant. At a very early age she was 
given to a woman who ironed clothes 
for other people. One of the woman’s 
customers saw Marie and since the 
client could not have children of her 
own, she and her husband began 
adoption proceedings. 


In 1956, when Mrs. Kokko was three 
and a half years old, her adoption was 
finalized. She said that she remem­ 
bered being in court and that she also 
recalled other aspects of her earlier 
life in her dreams 
“I had dreams of the past,” she 
said. “I dreamed of a man taking me 
to an ice house. I found out later that 
the man was my grandfather.” 
The 
adoptee 
said 
that 
she 
remembered asking her adoptive 


parents to call her “Skipper,” and 
later discovered that Skipper was her 
grandfather’s name. 
“Apparently we were very close,” 
she explained. 
When Mrs. Kokko was about 12 
years old, a desire to meet her 
biological m other surfaced. Her 
adopted parents helped her in her 
search but the mother could not be 
located. 
Now. Mrs. Kokko said, she knows 
where everyone in her biological 
family is but she “has no desire” to 
contact them. 
“ I loved all my relatives before and 
after my adoption,” she commented, 
“but I don’t feel it’s beneficial to dig 
up the past. It's not always a bed of 
roses.” 
Although Mrs. Kokko said she does 
not object to any adopted child looking 
for biological parents, she stressed 
that “it can be very painful and 
harmful.” 
“They should understand the full 
situation,” she added. “ I hope 
adopted children everywhere will 
learn that it can be very critical. 
There can be two sides. It’s something 
they need to prepare for.”

Juvenile Delinquency Begins At Home 


Plano Psychologist Says 
Care, Attention Essential 


Many adolescent “problem children” 
need the care and nurturing today 
that they should have received as an 
infant, according to Dr. Ruth Rice.

(Editor’s Note: This is the fifth article in a six-part series 
studying juvenile crime).

Dr. Ruth Rice, a family life specialist with the National 
Institute of Marriage and Family Relations in Plano, once 
spent three months living in a juvenile reformatory in order 
to learn more about delinquent behavior. 
“Delinquency starts in the crib," surmised Dr. Rice, who 
holds a PhD. in child development. “It can be traced back 
to attitudes fostered by parents very early. Most kids need 
the care and attention they should have had at six months 
old.” 
Proceeding on this theory when she was at the out-of-state 
reformatory, Dr. Rice said she gave the young offenders a 
chance to vent their hostilities and even rocked and hugged 
them often. 
She also said she went to great lengths to find things at 
which the children could excell. Her goal was to find 
something each day to make them feel better about 
themselves. 
“A feeling of not belonging is the most common problem 
of delinquent children,” Dr. Rice explained. “ Most of them 
have been failures for so long—in school, with parental 
approval and peers—that it is extremely important for 
them to find something they feel successful doing.” 
By the time the child is a teenager, Dr. Rice pointed out, 
his parents are “tuned out” because they have lived with a 
child they haven’t liked for so long. 
“They’ll bring the kid in and say ‘you change him,’ but it 
is difficult to do that if you don’t remove him from the home 
environment,” she said. “That’s what has caused it in the 
first place.” 
Because of the child’s feelings of rejection from his 
parents, Dr. Rice said that he often seeks a place for 
himself on the street where he may find peer approval. 
The juvenile crime problem, according to the counselor, 
is not peculiar only to poor or lower class families, but can 
possibly even be more common in well-to-do households. 
As an example, she pointed out a family that she is now 
counseling which has an income over $100,000 per year. 
Their problem is much the same as what one would see in a 
ghetto. 
“Little individual attention is given to the k»ds,” she 
commented. “The family could not even remember the last 


time they had sat down to dinner together as a family. 
There is a lack of belonging and self-esteem.” 
The “answer” to this family’s problems with their child 
was to place him in an $18,000-a year camp called Discovery 
Land near Bryan. Building outdoor survival skills is the 
rehabilitation technique used at the camp, which Dr. Rice 
describes as “the only place in Texas I’d feel comfortable 
sending a child.” 
The approach that is most beneficial, in the doctor’s 
opinion, is family counseling. But a way to attack the 
problems before they develop is to teach people how to be 
parents. 
“No parent deliberately sets out to purposely or 
maliciously ruin a child,” Dr. Rice stated. “Parents just do 
not know how to be parents. Courses in parenting should be 
required and should start in the sixth grade. The answer to 
delinquency is an emphasis on parenting, keeping the 
family units together and maintaining a healthy family life. 
“Working mothers are also extremely bad on kids,” she 
added. “It is very harmful not to have the family together 
because they don’t grow as a family unit.” 
Special education courses in schools today are helping to 
prevent delinquency, said Dr. Rice, since it helps children 
with “classic learning disabilities” not to feel like failures. 
“If they get academic help early, that helps,” noted the 
counselor, “but not enough to overcome the situations at 
home,” 
Dr. Rice hypothesized that the most important movement 
now in the area of changing delinquent behavior is the 
growing awareness in the juveniles themselves that getting 
help for their problems is okay. At the National Institute, 
three adolescent therapy groups have been established. 
“The kids are here because they want help,” Dr. Rice 
said. "They’re seeing very definite benefits. The idea that 
getting psychological help is only for kooks is fading and 
kids are seeing the value of it whether their parents do or 
not. 
“It is more difficult to get the parents helped,” she 
concluded, “because they are convinced the kids are 
wrong.” 
On Sunday, the final article in this series will deal with 
the future of juvenile corrections and delinquency 
prevention as seen by a sociologist-political economist with 
the University of Texas at Dallas.

Students Learn Ecology At 
Armstrong Outdoor Learning Center

More than three years 
before 
the 
opening 
of 
Armstrong Middle School, 
plans were in the making for 
the 
A rm strong 
O utdoor 
l a m in g Center. 


“We talked to the builders 
and they agreed to leave the 
site alone by not dumping 
d irt or unused building 
m aterials into the area that 
we had se lected ,” said 
Armstrong Science Chair­ 
man Gene Scott. 
The site was selected with 
the help of Collin County Soil 
and W ater C onservation 


officials who surveyed the 
plot, telling Scott what was 
in the area 
Then Scott, with the help of 
Mike Coppotelli and Trey 
Goldsmith, worked for three 
hours a day throughout the 
sum m er to clear trails and 
an area for an amphitheater. 
The am phitheater will be 
shaded during the spring and 
sum m er by trees and will 
have benches for students to 
sit and listen to speakers on 
science and other topics. 
The survey showed that 
there are three biomes or 
separate m ajor ecological 
com m unities. 
One 
is 
a 
densely wooded area with 


many large trees which will 
be 
identified, 
telling 
the 
reader of things such as the 
tr e e s 
d is tin g u is h in g 
characteristics. 
Another area, 
a 
grass 
prairie, is the site where 
many wild flowers can be 
found A wet overflow creek 
runs along the trail and 
visitors cross through the 
creek using an old farm ers 
bridge. 
“ It is interesting to note 
that all three biomes are 
located within 75 yards 
radius of each other,” added 
Scott. 
W in n o w ers that were 
found in the site have been 


supplemented by over 500 
others, planted with the help 
of Ray and Debrah Wilson of 
the 
G reenhill 
R esearch 
Center in Cedar Hill 
Scott 
stated 
that 
the 
Wilson’s helped in planting 
the flowers and in iden­ 
tifying and keying out some 
of the unidentified plants. 
Scott holds meetings for 
the nature guides, who are 
students 
at 
A rm strong, 
teaching them how to give 
tours, and how to identify 
plants and animals in the 
area. 
“ These 
natu re 
guides 
conduct 
tours 
for 
the 
elementary school students 


who visit our center,” said 
Scott. 
A group of IO students are 
taken on the tour by two 
nature guides. 
“These nature guides have 
complete responsibility for 
those students. If one gets 
lost, it is up to the nature 
guides to find him.” Scott 
stressed. 
Over 300 students have 
already used the center and 
more are expected to use it 
in the future. The center is 
used by students in Plano, 
while other students are 
going to Camp Goddard, an 
ecological 
cam p 
in 
Oklahoma. 
“We are really excited 
about being the only school 
in Plano to have an area 


such as this,” said Scott. 
“ It is a learning ex­ 
perience for all those in­ 
volved, both the students and 
the nature guides,” added 
Scott. 
Science classes use the 
area almost everyday ac­ 
cording to Scott 


Center 


“ Its 
better 
to 
see 
something in real life than 
see a picture of it in a book,” 
stated Scott. 
Future plans for the area, 
which is open to the public 
when not in use by the 
school, include microscope 
stations, weather, noise, 


w ater, and air pollution 
stations as well as soil 
conservation exhibits, a 
sm all 
greenhouse, 
rock 
collection and display areas 
for minerals, natural life, 
p l a n t s 
( i n c l u d i n g 
poisonous), insects and tree 
growth.

Landscape Tips Given 


C o m m o n M is ta k e s D is c u s s e d

Many experienced gar­ 
deners 
spend 
needless 
dollars each year on their 
landscapes. 
Now, 
with 
planting at hand, and budget 
watching more accute, why 
not become aware of some of 
the more common gardening 
mistakes of the season. 
—Big trees aren’t the final 
answer when you landscape 
your yard. All too often 
they’re set back drastically 
during transplanting. Many 
times a smaller tree will re­ 
establish faster, and you will 
end up with a nicer tree 
quicker. You’ll save enough 


on the small tree to give you 
a good start on the rest of 
your landscape. We have 
many fast-growing plants 
which 
reach 
maturity 
quickly. 
The 
impatient 
gardener should depend on 
these. 
—Select only plants well 
adapted to your area. Lilacs 
and peonies are mighty 
pretty, I’ll admit, but they 
just aren’t adapted to all 
areas of Texas. Concentrate, 
instead, on those tried and 
true green friends suited for 
your area. You may not have 
the most unique landscape 
on the block, but at least it 
will be alive. Know the plant

you buy, and its growing 
requirements. 
—Follow chemical labels 
carefully. This can help you 
avoid several pitfalls. You 
can ruin some mighty fine 
plants by spraying and then 
reading. 
The wrong in­ 
secticide on 
a 
vegetable 
patch can leave it unsafe for 
the dinner table. The wrong 
weed killer around trees and 
shrubs can kill them almost 
as fast as a pack of beavers. 
The information is on the 
label. Read it! 
—High quality trees are a 
real investment. If you’re 
getting ready to select a tree 
for your homegrounds, take 
a look at the live oaks, red 
oaks, 
m agnolias, 
and 
pecans, among others that 
arc adapted to your area. 
—Use compost and other 
organic additives as a soil 
conditioner. Any landscape 
has an out-of-the-way spot 
large enough to accomodate 
a compost pile. This not only 
saves 
on 
your 
peatmoss 
bills, but it gives you an easy 
way to dispose of leaves and 
grass clippings. Since you 
will want to scalp your lawn 
in early spring to remove the 
dead leaves left over from 
last fall, this would be a 
logical time to start a 
compost pile. 
—Don’t 
spend 
money 
topping trees. We’ve said it 
before—it does not help the 
tree. Instead, it opens large 
wounds, opens doors to in­ 
sects and diseases. If the 
proper size plant is located 
in the 
proper 
location, 
pruning 
should 
not 
be 
necessary.' 
—Choose your fertilizer 
carefully. 
Those 
three

Dear Doc: Isn't this the 
time 
we

No doubt you mean fire 
blight, the bacterial disease

pyracantha. 
Spray 
with 
streptomycin, 
zineb or a 
fixed copper spray while 
plants are in full bloom for 
best results. 
Dear Doc: How far should 
we cut a rubber plant back, 
one that's lost all its lower 
leaves to a height of four 
feet? 
Back to the ground. Repot 
it, feed it and put it out in the 
shade once warm weather 
arrives. It will resprout with 
several new shoots, giving a 
much fuller plant. If you 
wish you could also air layer 
the top 12-16 inches before 
you cut the plant back. Make 
a knife cut slanting one-third 
into the stem and wrap a 
handful of moist sphagnum 
moss around the wound.

Your first obligation to all 
around you is to establish a 
vigorous turf.

major landscape shrubs the 
first year, in both cases, 
you’ll probably find it most 
economical to buy medium­ 
sized plants - not so small 
they get lost in the land­ 
scape. and not so large they 
bankrupt your pocketbook. 
The second year you could 
work to complete your public 
area (front yard) landscape. 
The third year you could 
work to develop the side and 
back landscapes 
and the 
fourth you could develop 
color 
beds, 
permanent 
edgings, and accessories in 
y o u r 
l a n d s c a p e . 
Dear Doc: We recently 
had a nursery plant three 
large pecan trees in our 
yard. When they staked the 
trees, they drove nails into 
the trunk. Won’t that hurt 
the trees? 
That’s not the best way to 
stake trees, but it s one 
that’s used fairly commonly, 
seldom with harmful side 
effects. The main concern is 
that the wounds could spread 
or become 
infested 
with 
insects or diseases. You’ll 
probably want to cover the 
wounds with pruning paint to 
help seal them over. Next 
time, have the nursery cable 
the tree securely, using hose 
to lessen bark damage. 


W eed W ork 
Made Easy 
By R isinger 


A 
large 
dose 
of 
•‘preventive 
m edicine” 
should be used when fighting 
weeds and grasses that 
invade 
your 
spring 
vegetable garden, advises 
James R. Risinger, Collin 
County Agent with the Texas 
Agricultural 
Extension 
Service. 
The key is dealing with the 
problem early in the season. 
Although herbicides and 
other means of chemical 
control are efficient, many 
"old fashioned” methods 
have proved to be best. The 
first 
dose 
of 
m edicine 
requires a little common 
sense. 
When selecting a garden 
site, avoid areas covered 
with weeds such as bermuda 
grass, johnsongrass and 
nutgrass. These weeds have 
hardy root systems and are 
resistant to chemical con­ 
trols. 
A well prepared garden is 
the 
next 
deterring 
force 
against weeds. The soil 
should be well tilled and free 
of dirt clods, with as many 
weeds removed as possible, 
adds the county agent. 
Cultivation of the first 
growth of weeds in a new 
garden will destroy most 
annual weeds. Small, new 
weeds are easy to remove 
with a hoe or by hand. 
Removal of the pesty 
seedlings will prevent the 
problem of larger weeds 
competing with the garden’s 
crop. Once vegetable plants 
attain good size, they will 
shade the ground and limit 
sunlight to growing weeds, 
aiding in in their control, 
says Risinger. 
Using 
m ulches 
after 
vegetable seedlings are up is 
an 
excellent 
m eans 
of 
reducing weed growth. A 
good mulch of plastic, straw, 
sawdust or old newspapers 
will keep many weeds from 
sprouting. 
Getting 
the 
seedbed 
prepared properly along 
with cultivation or hoeing 
and mulching will get your 
spring garden off to a good 
start.

I discovered they were reflecting the heat and 
making the cookies burn because of the uneven temperature. 
Now I remove everything before starting to bake. Since 
removing these pans my cookies bake beautifully. — JO. 

I wash and dry 
my shower walls with a squeegie and it works great. —

to go into a hospital, home, etc., to visit an ill or old friend and 
find the other occupant of the room has the radio or TV on full 
blast.

Sew top of 
pieces together on the machine and cover seam with bias tape, 
leaving a small hole at the top for the hanger to slip through. 
Sew tape around the bottom edge. 
The plastic tops from those new-fangled potato chip cans 
make great coasters for most cans of cleanser. No more 
marks left from the metal bottoms of the cans. — JEAN.
